in Holland. He played in a technicat 
high school team before joining Ede, a 
Dutch Second Division club. 

Quick as.a flash, fearless and a very 
poweful shot, young Willy Slager 
Played a major role in Orange's pro- 
motion to first division for the 1960 
season, 


At 15, he was a regular player for 
Ede's ‘Reserves, and on several 
occasions played in their league side. 


In the 1962 winter competition he 
scored 21 goals and was the leading 
First Division goalscorer. 


After five seasons with Orange, Willy 
joined: Croatia for the 1963 Ampol Cup 
competition and has been their top 
goalscorer ever since. 


During this time, top First Division 
sides both here and im Victoria have: 
tried to engage Willy's goal-scoring 
talents, but he has remained loyal to- 
Croatia, 

In 1963, his first season with 
Croatia, Will was again the ist 
Division's top goalscorer, and in 1964 
he represented South Australia against 
Northern N.S.W. at Newcastle and 
against Queensland at Hindmarsh. 

In 1965 he was runner-up on the 
goalscoring list with 18 goals to his 
credit: 

In the first match of the 1966 season 
he was badly injured and it was a long 
time before he had recovered com- 
pletely and recaptured his old goal- 
scoring form. * 

On Saturday, when Croatia meets 
Hellas in their Australia Cup elimina- 
tion round, Willy will be playing his 
300th senior match in South Australia, 

During the past 10 years he has 
averaged 30 matehes and 27 goals per 
season, chalking up a total of 273 
goals, 

At this rate he should bring his 
tally up to 300 goals by the end of next 
season. 

It's a lot of goals to score and he 
had better start right away — if it is 
okay with Tsitsos, the Hellas goal-
